THE OIL CONSPIRACY SUIT 


INTEREST IN THE PROOEKED- 
INGS STILL UNABATED. 
THZ STANDARD COMPANY’S DEFENSE 
OUTLINED IN THE CROSS-EXAMINA- 

TION OF MR. MATTHEWS. 

BurFaLo, May 9.—President Charles B. 
Matthews, of the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Com- 
pany, fellinto the hands of Lawyer Bacon to- 
day for cross-examination in the great trial for 
alleged conspiracy against sundry Standard Oil 
men. It was his endeavor to prove that Mr. 
Matthews tried to secretly sell out the 
Buffalo Company to the Standard Oil Company 
for $300,000. Mr. Bacon is armed with a very 
sharp sword on the point of his tongue, and its 
incisions are deep and caustic. He is strength- 
ened by a familiarity with the law that often 
gains his point, though so far he has seldom 
shown a disposition to instruct the court. Judge 
Haight’s rulings have been clear and logical 
always. President Jonn D. Rockafeller and his 
brother William, of the Standard Oil Company, 
and the millionaire defendants, Messrs. Rogers 
and Archbold, are the cynosure of all eyes. 

Many ladies visited the court room to-day. 
They apparently took more interest in the bo- 
nanza oil men than in the trouble those mortals 
are supposed to be in. The Rockafellers are 
good listeners, but they seldom speak. The 
names of Rogers and Archbold now begin to be 
heard more frequently in the testimony, but 
only to establish the fact that they are the 
Trustees of the Vacuum Oil Company, and nat- 
urally were interested in the patents which they 
claimed to own by purchase from the Everests. 
The defendant McGregor séems to be very 
much bored by the proceedings. 6 





Mr. Matthews spent much time detailing his 
connection with the Vacuum Company and his 
knowledge of their patent litigations. “I went 


to New-York and saw Mr. Archbold regarding a 
pipe line they were talking of at Rochester,” he 
salé, ‘“‘The Vacuum Company were having some 
difficulty in getting the right of way down Ma- 
ple-street. He said: ‘Why, I will send you up 
somebody to do that; some men who are very 
familiar with that class of business.’ I told him 
it wasn’t necessary, for that after a little the 
yogis would give their consent. In 1880 C. 

. verest told me that ‘our folks in New-York 
were going to send somebody to Europe to rep- 
resent the Vacuum oils, and asked me if I would 
go. Isaid I would go, and he said he would con- 
sult with the parties in New-York. I afterward 
spoke to H. B. Everest upon the subject and he 
saic, ‘ Youneed not make much calculation about 
thas. There is no use for us to pretend that we 
run our business, for we do not.’” 

Mr. Bacon, for the defense, began the cross- 
examination shortly after 11 o’clock. He drew 
from Mr. Matthews the story of his early life as 
a farmerin Wyoming County and in’ Kansas, 
and his return to New-York State and his vari- 
ous occupations up to the time he met H. B. Ev- 
erest, of the Vacuum Oil Company, in February, 
1878. It was J. Scott Wilson who first suggest- 
ed to him that they should start a rival business 
in Buffalo, several months before he and Wilson 
and Miller left the employ’ of the Ever- 
ests to carry out the suggestion. After 
the Buffalo works were started, in July 
1882, about 17,000 barrels of crude oil were run 
before January, 1882. In 1883 about 125,000 
barrels were run, but in 1884 only about 
50,000 barrels were used, and in 1885 
only about 15,000 barrels. In his direct exam- 
ination Mr. Matthews said it was overa year 
after Miller ran away before the Buffalo com- 
pany were able to make merchantable oil. Upon 
cross-examination he said that all the oil manu- 
factured the first year was sold, but thatit was 
of inferior quality. Theré was a difference 
of opinion, therefore, between the witness and 
Mr. Bacoh as to the word “merchantable.” It 
appeared that Mr. Matthews did not want to be 
understood as saying that the oil manufactured 
was good, because suits for damages have been 
brought by the Buffalo company against those 
who are charged with apiriting ller away— 
the man whom the Buffalo company had secured 
by contract to make their oil—and if he 
acknowledged that the oils made that god were 
not merchantable, then the persons who bought 
the oil might be heard from. Mr. Matthews 
finally wanted to be on record as saying that 
. some merchantable oil was made the first 
year.’ 

Mr. Matthews said he did not, at the house of 
J. Scott Wilson, at Rochester, say to Wilson and 
Miller that if they started in business in Buffalo 
the Standard Oil Company would buy them out, 
nor did he say ‘‘ We must make a good showing 
and the Standard will buy us out.’ He never 
said “If we can duplicate the Vacuum Oil 
Company they or the Standard will 
buy us out, as they cannot. afford to 
let us run.” When asked if he did 
not say to Wilson and Miller, “ We can go to the 
customers of the Vacuum O11 Company and say 
we dave the same apparatus, the same oils, and 
the same Superintendent, Mr. Miller, of the 
Vacuum Company,’ Matthews said he might 
have said something of that kind. 

Mr. Bacon—Did you ever say to Wilson and 
Miller, “I expect to fet from $100,000 to $150,- 
~~ being bought out by the Standard peo- 
ple? 

Mr. Matthews ( emphatically)—No, Sir. 

Mr. Bacon—After the time Miller left the employ 
of the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company did you say 
to J. Scott Wilson, “I am glad he (Miller) has gone?’ 

Mr. Matthews—I think not. 

Mr, Bacon—Did you not say toC. M. Everest at 
your Buffalo office on July 15,1881, “Miller isa 
drunken loafer and I am glad to get ria of him!” 

Mr. Matthews—I couldn’t say positively. I said 
something of that character. 

“Did you tell Josephs. Sterns in your office in 
Boston, before he entered your employ, that you 
had a suit against the Vacuum Company for 
$109,000?”

“I saw Mr. W. O. Allison, who sells cotton oil 
trust stock, and is editor of the O71, Paint, and Drug 
Reporter, in Buffalo in 1885, when we talked of the 
sale of the stock of the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Com- 
pany to parties whom Allison represented. I did 
not tell him that all the difticulties between the 
Everests and us could be settled for $300,000.” 

He detailed other conversations with Allison, 
denying that he had said the difficulties could be 
settled for $250,000. There was talk of selling 
the Buffalo property for $300,000. He denied 
having made propositions to sell the works and 
withdraw all suits for $300,000 to Alfred P. 
Wright, of this city, and others. 

A sensation was produced in court when Col. 
John Byrne, ex-Chief of Police and now head of 
a private detective agency, took the stand. He 
was not subpenaed, and seemed very much sur- 
prised when called on. It is understood that he 
is employed by the District Attorney to prevent 
incorrigible jury fixers from gettingin their work 
and to keep an eye on the people’s witnesses, 
He admitted that in 1885 or 1886 he was em- 
ployed by the defendants in the present trial, 
and got his instructions from T. C. 8. Dodds, 
attorney for the Standard, of New-York. In 
their interest he employed a man who was in 
the employ of the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Com- 
pany tolearn how the Buffalo works were be- 
ing run, where they got oil, and who their cus- 
tomers were. Several questions Byrne would 
not answer until instructed to do so by the court. 

He was paid by Lawyer Dodds. This testimony 

was introduced as tending to prove that the de- 

fendants *‘ conspired to injure trade and com- 
merce.”

SENATOR FRYE’S FRIEND. 





HOW HE REVENGED HIMSELF ON THE 
MAINE COLLECTOR. 

PORTLAND, Me., May 9.—On June 1, 1885, 
the Hon. Charles H. Chase, of this city, took 
charge of the internal revenue office here, hay- 
ing been appointed Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the District of Maine. Soon 
after entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of his office, he began to look up cases of 
alleged violation of the laws of the United States 
by parties said to be engaged in the unlawful 
manufacture of liquor. Among those who suf- 
fered by the strict enforcement of the 


law owas Henry Ragot, of Brunswick, 
who was engaged in the manufacture 
of a kind of beer which he claimed 


did not contain intoxicating ae phen y: and for 
the manufacture of which he did not require a 
United States revenue license. The case of 
Ragot had been brought before the State 
courts before he was proceeded against by 
Collector Chase. After the case had been 
heard and determined in the State 
eourts, Collector Chase sent the formula of 
making Ragot’s beer to Commissioner Miller at 
Washington, who decided that beer made in ac- 
cordance with that formula would come within 
the meaning of the law, and Commissioner Mil- 
ler therefore ordered Collector Chase to proceed 
against Ragot. He did so and Ragot was taxed, 
and paid between $200 and $300. 

He was very indignant and threatened both 
Collector Chase and Commissioner Miller with 
the displeasure of Senator William P. Frye. He 
demanded that the United States tax he had 
paid be returned to him, or else he should com- 
plain to Senator Frye and prevent the confirma- 
tion of Collector Chase by the Senate. 
It is claimed that Senatar Frye had 
all along stated that he should not 
oppose the confirmation of Collector Chase un- 
less a caucus of Republican Senators should de- 
cide to refuse to confirm. Mr. Frye went to 
Washington in December and took an active 

art in preventing the confirmation of Col- 
ector Chase, of Maine, and of Collector Pills- 
bury, of Massachusetts. Soon after the Senate 
refused to confirm the appointment, Collector 
Chase received the following letter from Ragot: 

BRUNSWICK, Me., March 18, 1886. 

Sir: I have seen in the nowspapers that you were 
crying “‘injustice done on you ye some Senators.” I 
was quite surprised, for uring your short 
stay in office you have committed the 
most darin injustice. not to use a strong- 
er name. But restitution or damnation, and you 
have only your desert. When I told you that I had 
some friends that would fix you you laughed at me. 
Your goose is cooked, and Miller will have it soon 
also if restitution is not made. 

One that keeps all he promises and never promises 
unless he can keep. H. RAGOT. 

CHARLES H. CHASE, Portland, Me. 


Attached to that letter and made a part of it, 
was an envelope postmarked ‘‘Washington, D. 
C., March 2, 4:30 P. M,” with “Senate Chamber” 
printed on the left-hand corner. The address 
was as follows: ‘ Mr. Henry Ragot, Brunswick, 
Me.” The address is, it is claimed, in the 
handwriting of Senator Frye, and the 
envelope was sent to Chase by Ragot, 
apparently to show that he had kept his 
threat. The only “friend” he mentioned to 
Chase when he demanded the return, or, as he 
called it, ‘‘ restitution,” of the United States 
revenue tax was Senator Frye. This matter 
was first brought up last week, when, in 
reply to a remark that the liquor sell- 
ers and distillers of Maine were 
in a bad fix, Mr. Chase said: “They ought to 
have Frye here to help them.” An explanation 
was requested, and he produced the Ragot let- 
ter. Since thenit has been a political sensa- 
tion and is now made public. Itis likely to 
give Senator Frye considerable trouble if not ex- 
plained away.

FILLING SIX VAOANT SEATS 
IN DEPARTMEN'S. 

THREE NEW COMMISSIONERS — PORTER 
AND VOORHIS. RETAINED — CROKER 
REAPPOINTED AFTER RESIGNING. 

Mayor Hewitt did not visit his office in 
the City Hall yesterday, but he sent to Secretary 
Arthur Berry a list of appointments to some of 
the vacancies in various city departments. The 
appointments were announced early in the 
afternoon, and with them was furnished an of- 
ficial explanation. The choice of the Mayor for 
the different places was as follows: 

Fire Department.—Richard Croker, who resigned, 
was appointed to succeed Elward Smith, whose 
term of office expired May l. The salary is $5,000 
&@ year. . 

Dock Department.—Charles H. Marshall, appoint- 
ed to succeed Joseph Koch, whose term of office ex- 
pired May 1. The salary is $3,000 a year. 

Park Department.—Waldo Hutchins for the unex- 
pired term of Henry R. Beekman, and Theodore W. 
Myers in place of Jesse W. Powers, whose term of 
office expired May 1. No salary. 

Department of Charities and Correction.—Henry 
H. Porter, reappointed to succeed himself. The sal- 
ary is $5,000 a year. 

Police Department.—John R. Voorhis, reappointed 
to succeed himself. The salary is $5,000. 

The following explanation was furnished by 
the Mayor: 


“ No appointment will be made for Commissioners 
of Taxes and Assessments until the pending charges 
ay Messrs. Coleman and Donnelly are disposed 
of. The appointment ot a Health Commissioner in 
place of Dr. Woolsey Johnson and of a Fire Com- 
missioner in place of Richard Croker, resigned, will 
be deferred for the present. The Mayor desires to 
have it understood that Henry H. Porter and John 
R. Voorhis are reappointed because of the singular 
unanimity of — that they have discharged 
their duties with fidelity, energy, and intelligence. 
The Mayor finds the Fire Department to bein & hint d 
efficient condition, due in part to the course whic

of gs | D. Purroy and appointing him for the long 
term. Desirous that the present control of the de- 
partment shall not be disturbed, Mr. Croker has been 
asked to resign in order that he may be appointed to 
the long term. His place will be filled in the course 
ofafew days. Anappointment of Health Commis- 
sioner will also be made as soon as the Mayor can 
Frag between the merits of the respective candi- 

ates. 

“In making the above appointments the Mayor 
has endeavored to look solely at the interests of the 
city, without references to political divisions; but he 
has not consiéered it to be to the disadvantage of a 
candidate that he has been recommended by the or- 

anizations whose nominee the Mayor was in the 
ate election.” 


The Mayor did not explain why he did not ap- 
point a Park Commissioner in place of John D. 
Crimmins. If Mr. Croker had not resigned and 


taken the long term he would have gone out of 
office in May, 1889. As it is, his term of office 
will be for six years. Tammany Hall influences 
alone prevented the reappointment of Tax Com- 
missioner Edwara C. myienn eS The politicians 
seemed generally to be well pleased with the ap- 
pointments. 

Richard Croker, who gets a long term in place 
of ashort term as Fire Commissioner, was born 
in Ireland 44 years ago. He cameto this coun- 
try when 2 years old. He was an Alderman in 
1870, but was legislated out of office by the 
Tweed charter. He was elected a Coroner in 
1873, and was re-elected in 1876. In 1883 he 
was elected an Alderman from the Eighteenth 
Assembly District against great odds, but re- 
signed to accept an appointmentas Fire Com- 
missioner at the hands of ex-Mayor Edson. 

Mr. Marshall, the new Dock Commissioner, is 
a son of the proprietor of the old Black Ball 
Line of steamers. He has been in the shipping 
business for many years. He was elected as an 
Alderman at Large in the Fallof 1879. He is a 
member of the County Democracy Committee of 
the Seventh Assembly District. 

Waldo Hutchins, who will serve inthe Park 
Board for four years, 13 62 years of age and has 
livedin theannexed district for the past 30 years. 
He was one of the Park Commissioners who laid 
out Central Park. In 1879 he was elected to 
Congress for the unexpired term of Robert 
Smith, who died on election nightin1878. He 
was re-elected in 1880, and was again returned 
in 1882. He was a Republican until 1872, when 
he joined in the Greeley campaign. Since then 
he has been a Democrat. e has County De-

Theodore W. Myers, who will be a Park Com- 
missioner for the next five years, was born in 
this city Jan. 11, 1844. He was educated in 

rivate schools, and later in Germany and 
France. He was a member of the tirm of 
Fliess & Myers, distillers, and in 1858 went into 
Wall-street. Heis now the head of the broker- 
age firm of T. W. Myers & Co. He is a member 
of the County panic ng organization from the 
Twenty-first Assembly District and is a Vice- 
President of the New-Amsterdam Club. He was 
a Hill business man in the Gubernatorial cam- 





aign. 

. Henr H. Porter was appointed a Commission- 
er of Charities and Correction in 1881. He was 
Treasurer of the old Irving Hall organization, 
and was on the commission that built the Jeffer- 
son Market Court House. 

John R. Voorhis has served as Dock Commis- 
sioner and also as an Excise Commissioner, be- 
ing appointed to the latter office by Mayor Have- 
meyer.

AN OFFER BY MAYOR HEWITT. 

TRENTON, N. J., May 9.—An offer, said to 
have been recently made by Mayor Hewitt, of 
New-York, may result in a radical change of the 
management of the Trenton Iron Works, a large

This could be assured him 
by the hands contributing to a sinking fund for 
the purpose out of their earnings. Mr. Simmer- 
man said he had no doubt the mill had lost 
money, and he believed Mr. Hewitt made the 
offer in good faith. If the men would take it up 
he thought se could run the works and make 
large protits.

BOSS BRAYTON RESIGNS. 


A SURPRISE FOR RHODE ISLAND RUM- 
SELLERS AND PROHIBITIONISTS. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 9.—Out of a clear 
sky to-day, meteorological and political, came 
the resignation of Gen. Charles R. Brayton, the 
nationally conspicuous and widely notorious 
head and chief of Rhode Island’s State police. In 
his letter of resignation to the Governor he 
quotes statistics of arrests, convictions, and oth- 
er interesting results of the prohibitory law to 
show that despite the opposition of the Prohibi- 
tionists to his appointment he has done his duty, 
and done it successfully during his and the law’s 
career of 10 months and 8 days. He resigns, as 
per letter, because he is “unwilling to imperil 
the successful enforcement of the amended act 
for the suppression of intemperance” by reason 


of the wider ——— to him from friends as 
well as foes of prohibition. Less delicately and 
with grim humor is it qeearens remarked that 
resignation was better than ee by the 
axe of the incoming Democratic Assembly. 

The General retires early, he states, in order 
that the Governor may have time to confer with 
the Prohibitionists and select a successor who 
inay enter upon his duties at the outset of the 
promulgation of the amended law, which, by the 
way, is conceded to be the most outrageous 
melange of rules and regulations that a free 
people, either liberty loving or liquor loving, 
were ever called upon to sit down under, and if 
Chief Brayton himséif~had drawn them Bp te 
make uneasy the head that wears his tarnished 
crown, they could not have been better con- 
structed to complicate matters and defeat their 
pretended purpose. But it is not known that 
the Chief had anything to do with for- 
mulating them, nor that they were constructed 
with a view to his resignation and _ to 
make things pleasant for “‘ the people’s choice,” 
whoever he may be. That is only broadly hinted. 
As a matter of fact, except to a few of the 
Chief’s old-time ‘‘ peelers,” who had approached 
him to secure the offices of 10 perio rovided 
for under the new law, and who had been told 
that in view of possible retirements no appoint- 
ments would be made, the pony bye ee appears 
to be a total surprise. These 10 deputies are 
designed to be a precious lot, who will have au- 
thority to enter any house without warrant and 
search for liquor, and hold the householder 12 
hours in jail pending investigation and the se- 
curing of a warrant, if sufficient grounds may 
be found to issue one. 

The rumesellers pretend to be ignorant, and so 
do the Chief’s best friends, Meanwhilethe Chief 
has kept away from the reporters, and what 
the incoming Assembly will do is the absorbin 
topic. They wereelected against Brayton and al 
that he represents, and Lica have been anxious 
to get a hack at the prohibitory law and abolish 
the whole system of State police. Indeed, mpm, 
ton’s tenure of office being three years it would 
have been impossible to oust him without killing 
the office. But now the Democrats have a fat 
three-thousand-dollar office on their hands, and 
perhaps will not be so anxious to abolish it. On 
the other hand, however, the office is not a pleas- 
ant one to the rumselling element, and would 
not be a comfortable one for a Democrat to fill, 
and itis not unlikely that it will go after all, 
aside from any considerations of public benefit 
and any idea of the proper enforcement of the 
prohibitory law that the Democratic Legislature 
may give signs of possessing. 


THE RECENT EARTHQUAKE, 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE GREAT DAMAGE 
TO LIFE AND PROPERTY. 

Ex Paso, Texas, May 9.—The details of 
the awful result of the earthquake in the 
State of Sonora are coming in = siowly. 
Lieut. Britton Davis, formerly of the United 
States Army, but now General Manager 
of the Carrollites Mines, in the district 
of that name, reached here this evening 
and brought startling news of the convulsions 
southwest of Carrollites. The mines are situated 
110 miles southwest of El Paso, but the greatest 
destruction occurred 200 miles southwest of 
here. Lieut. Britton said: “As far as I could 
learn the entire Carrollites district and the 
country for 200 miles southwest of it wasina 











constant state of convulsion for three 
days. At the first shock myself and 
several other Americans and/ Englishmen 


sought places of safety on plateaus, but the 
shocks were so rapid and powerful that we ex- 
at nee every moment to be killed. An active 
oleano developed 10 miles from us, and when I 
left it was pouring forth a stream of hot water 
as thick as a man’s body. This column o7 water 
was thrown 30 feet in the air and is im- 
pregnated with sulphur and lava. Stones 
as big as a man’s head were forced up 
with it. Smoke and fumes of sulphur made 
it difficult to breathe in the vicinity. At Ojo 
Don Pedro,a town in the vicinity, 20 people 
were killed and nearly every building destroyed. 
At Cosa Granda, southwest of them, 40 families 
were destroyed. The Mexicans are panic 
stricken and have given up all ordinary pur- 
suits. There are a number of other out-of- 
the-way mining towns in the vicinity that 
I fear are totally destroyed. The Mexicans are 
making no attempt to gather the details, and 
the American miners are the only persons who 
are trying to get the facts.” From reports com- 
ing in it appears El Pasoisin the northern line 
of the earthquake and that the entire south- 
western part of Sonora has been subjected to 
the severest shocks. Geysers and volcanoes are 
reported in all parts of the stricken territory. 


ALBUQUERQUE, New-Mexico, May 9.—A 
special to the Democrat from Benson, Arizona, 
says: ‘‘All other reports to the contrary not- 
withstanding, no volcanic eruptions have oc- 
curred in Southern Arizona. On the 3d inst., 
simultaneously with the severe earthquake 
shocks experienced here, great clouds of smoke 
appeared over the peaks of the Whetstone 
Mountains, south of this point, and at 
night the horizon was brilliantly illumi- 
nated by what was supposed to be volcanic 
fires. The phenomenon continued during the 
day following the earthquake, and on the 5th 
instant an exploring party, under the leader- 
ership of Gen. Forsythe, commanding Fort 
Huachuca, started for the Whetstone Mountains 
for the purpose of investigating the supposed 
seismic eruption. They returned on the 7th and 
reported that there was no volcanic erup- 
tion, although signs of an upheaval and 
mountain slides caused by the earth- 
quake were abundantly visible, and that the 
brilliant wulumimation of the sky and 
the clouds of smoke which hovered 
over the mountain peaks were caused by forest 
fires which they had traced to the carelessness 
of some Mexican campers who had camped on 
the mountain Monday night. This report ef- 
fectuaily explodes the volcano sensation among 
the people of Benson. Another severe shock of 
earthquake was experienced here at 1:14 
o’clock this afernoon. No damage was done, 
butthe shock created great consternation among 
the people.”

BALTIMORE, May 9.—Eighty-eight Massachu- 
setts veterans reached here to-day after a tour of the 
Virginia battle fields on which they fought twenty 
odd years ago. They were treated royally. Confed- 
erate organizations escorted them everywhere. 
They were entertained in each of the cities visited, 
and were allowed to pay no hotel bills, the reply to 
their protests being that their Massachusetts money 
was counterfeit. Among those whose hospitality 
they accepted was Senator Mahone, whose command 
took several of them prisoners during the war. The 
veterans were greatly surprised at the extent of the 


| hospitality, as their visit was not heralded, and ail 


the entertainment was impromptu. Of course they 
are very much gratified. They left by steamer for 
Boston to-night.

William O’Brien, the Irish agitator, was 
taken off the Umbria at 10 o0’clock last evening 
by the committee of Irish societies. The eity

The O’Brien Reception Committee wag 
afield yesterday morning at an hour that ought 
to have been early and bright, but wasn’t, be- 
cause a mist hung over the Bay and rolled up 
in moist volumes overthe Battery. It dampened 
everything but the spirits of the committeemen, 
who, undiscouraged by the failure of the day 
before, did their bestto get close to the Um- 
bria, which was rolling at anchor the other side 
of the bar with William O’Brien, who is to 
be Lord Lansdowne’s Nemesis, and Bishop John 
Ireland, of Minnesota, on board. John J. De- 
laney, J. A. O’Gorman, Bryan McSwyny, Hugh 
King, Daniel Connolly, Miles O’Brien, J. F. Ly- 
ons, Joseph J. Ryan, and two or three score more 
New-Yorkers were there, and so were Hugh 
McCaffrey, Luke Dillon, M. J. Ryan, and Patrick - 
Dunleavy, ot Philadelphia, and T. M. Brady and 
Judge Dougherty, representing Boston’s Munici 
pal Council and O’Brien Reception Committea 
Dr. O’Hara, Philip N. Nolan, Thomas M. Farland. 
and James M. Loughlin were ths Philadelphia 
delegation to greet Bishop Ireland.

O’Brien’s dates were altered slightly to-night 
by the Committee of Arrangements. He ia to 
lecture in Montreal on the Lith, Quebec on the 
12th, Ottawa on the 14th, Kingston on the 16th 
and Toronto on the 17th. Invitations from 
Hamilton and Pembroke had to be declined, as 
O’Brien can only spend 10 days In the country, 
There nas been quite a dispute going on all day 
between the branches of the Leagne in New 
York and Montreal. Mr. Jobu J. Delaney, Pres 
ident of the New-York branch, telegraphed 
to Mr. Lane, Secretary of the local 
branch, asking him to postpone the dates 
in Canada as they wanted O’Brien to take 
in a big demonstration in New-York. Mr. @ 
replied that the dates had been fixed by cable 
and it was too late to change them that 
O’Brien’s mission was to Canada and not to 
New-York. Mr. Delaney referred the matter to 
Mr. John Fitzgerald, of Nebraska, President of 
the League in America, and that gentleman tele 
graphed to Mr. Lane that the demonstration it 
New-York would add to the éclat of O’Brien’s 
visit, and made an appeal to the patriotism of 
Montreal Irishmen.

AuBany, May 9.—Gov. Hill went to 
Elmira this afternoon to preside over the anti- 
coercion meoting in that town to-morrow night.

Senator Murphy 
moved to confirm Mr. Baker, saying that he 
would include Commissioner Rogers in the 
wnotion but for the fact that he could not vote 
to confirm anybody in John O’Donnell’s place. 

Senator Raines, on the Republican side, ob- 
jected to the confirmation of anybody until a 
fancus had first been held. This objection sent 
the nominations over. An attempt will be made 
te obtain a caucus te-morrow. The two men 
will be corfirmed this time in all probability. 

The joint committes, composed of Senators 
Pitts, Sloan, and Pierce, and assemblymen 
Sheehan, Babcock, and Howe, met to-night once 
more to consider the question of fixing a day for 
the sino die adjournment. The committee was 
about evenly divided between May 20 and May 


26, and finally Tuesday, May 24, was agreed 
upon asa compromise. The committee will re- 
port to the Legislature and recommend that all- 
ay sessions be held on the Saturday and Mon- 
day preceding the 24th.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, warmer, fair weather, 
light variable winds. 


Mr. Cuartes R. Brayton, the noted 
Chief of Police of Rhode Island, has re- 
signed his office, ten months only of his 
three years’ term having expired. His ‘pro- 
fessed reason is that the new State Govern- 
ment may be left free in the enforcement of 
the prohibition law. In reality, however, 
BRayTon’s principal position was that of 
boss to the Republican machine, and to this 
his official place was only auxiliary. His 
office as boss of the machine was made, 
if not untenable, at least difficult 
and unprofitable, by the fact that the 
machine went to pieces at the election 
in April, and the task of reconstructing it 
is obviously not easy for the man whose 
managementiof it was the chief cause of 
the disaster. In the meanwhile the new 
Democratic Governor and Assembly have a 
problem of some complexity before them in 
the administration of the very strenuous 
and exacting prohibitory law. They may 
be forced to solve it by changing the law— 
@ solution, however, that would entail a 
serious division with the Prohibitionists. 

SSOP EMER ELSES LIE Gh SE ISES 

An old question has come up in a new 

shape under the inter-State commerce law. 
The colored people of the South failed 
to maintain, under the Civil Rights act, 
their claim to be allowed to ride in first 
class cars when they pay first class fare. 
A.colored preacher of Alabama proposes 
to test this claim under the new law 
and has sent his complaint to the com- 
mission, having been forcibly ejected from 
a@ car after paying the fare which would 
entitle a white man to travel in it. The 
third section of the law makes it un- 
lawful to ‘“‘give any undue or un- 
reasonable preference or advantage to 
any particular person,” or to subject 
any particular person to “any undue or 
unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage in 
any respect whatsoever.” The question 
seems to be whether in requiring all colored 
passengers to occupy @ particular car and 
excluding them from others after payment 
of the proper fare a railroad subjects any 
particular person to “undue or unreason- 
able prejudice or disadvantage.” Private 
opinions are likely to differ on that point, 
but ifthe matter is pursued to the end it 
will be for the courts to decide it. The 
commission, if it thinks no violation of the 
law has been committed, may dismiss the 
complaint, but that will not preclude re- 
course to the courtsif the aggrieved party 
chooses to resort to it. 


A diagram of the Hudson River at Pough- 
keepsie is published in the Maritime Re- 
porter showing the position of the bridge 
piers and the set of the current in the river, 
the object being to prove that in conse- 
guence of the oblique direction of the cur- 
rent at the piers and the eddies produced 
about them the channel for the passage of 
boats and tows will be practically reduced 
to about 300 feet by the construction of the 
bridge. Instead of the straight nine-mile 
course and the open passage of 500 feet 
claimed by the defenders of the bridge, it is 
shown that the current sets first toward 
one side and then toward the other 
side of the river in a zigzag man- 
ner, and that a clear passage of not 
more than 300 feet of practicable water 
can be counted on. In case of a tug witha 
heavy tow going up through an ebb tide 
the Reporter claims that, with the wind 
across the river, the tow will be liable to 
swing into the eddy and be carried across 
the lower end of the piers with disastrous 
results. That the bridge, if constructed ac- 
cording to present plans, is likely to bea 
serious obstruction to navigation has been 
pretty clearly shown; but that does not 
seem likely to deter the present Legislature 
Jrom acting, in this as in so many ether 


cases, in the interest of the corporation and 
against that of the public. 


A “forecast” of the Bacon committee’s re- 
port is published by the Brooklyn Lagle. 
It so clearly agrees with the testimony 
taken that there is no reason to doubt its 
accuracy. It goes especially into the cor- 
ruption and maladministration of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office under both CATLIN 
and RmeGway, and recommends that the 
Assembly request the Governor to re- 
move the latter, as he certainly 
ought to do. It makes no recommenda- 
tion of legislative action beyond the bills 
already reported relating to the county 
offices, except for the consolidation of the 
City Auditor’s office with that of the Mayor. 
Jt strongly urges, however, the indictment 
of MoKaneE and Justice WARING, and of 
Nevins, the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department. These suggestions are ob- 
viously dependent on the removal of Ripa- 
way, the District Attorney, and if that be 
not granted by the Governor the appeal 
must be to the people at the election this 
Fall, 


Remarkable as have been the many recent 
movements of the Vatican to enlarge the 
scope of its authority and influence, none is 
so startling as the report from Rome that 
the Pope and the Czar are negotiating for 
the reunion of the Greek and Latin Churches. 
Strictly speaking, the Greek Church con- 
tains several distinct branches, including 
not only the one within the Czar’s domin- 
ions but the church in Greece and the 
church in the Ottoman Empire. Besides 
these there is a United Greek Church which 


’ acknowledges the supremacy of the Vatican 


while employing the ‘Greek liturgy. But 
of course the Russo-Greek Church is the 
chief branch, and a reunion between 
it and Rome would be an ecclesiast- 
ical movement of supreme importance. 
More than once during the last six cent- 
uries attempts have been made to. heal the 
breach between the Eastern and the West- 
ern church. These efforts have been made 
partly from political and partly from eccle- 
siastical motives, and have as often been 
defeated on one ground or the other. Occa- 
sionally formal discussions of the doctrinal 
points in dispute have preceded the efforts - 
at reunion, but even comparative agree- 


‘ments on this subject were not able to per- 


manently bring about the required result. 
Protestantism has also from time to time 
during several centuries aimed at a union 
of the Greek Church with itself—one of the 
latest attempts of that sort being under- 
taken about twenty years ago, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury taking part in the 
correspondence. <Any effort of Pope Lro in 
this direction will be watched with great 
interest, 


THE POWER OF REMOVAL. 

There is a sharp cry of distress going up 
from those hurt by the new rule providing 
for compulsory competitive examinations 
for promotion. The victims of this last for- 
ward step in the march of civil service re- 
form are of three classes. First, there are 
those clerks or employés in the classified 
service who have looked to political or per- 
sonal influence to advance theirinterests, and 
notto mereexcellencein their work. Second, 
there are those gentlemen in the service who 
are of indifferent capacity and not ambitious, 
most of whom have gained their places in 
the good old way, who are content with 
their present rank and pay so long as they 
can keep them, and look with horror on the 
ordeal of practical competitive examination 


‘as to their merits and ability. Finally, 


there are the blind partisan enemies of the 
reform principle in every form and under 
all conditions, who see in this new exaction 
only another blow dealt to their cardinal 
doctrine that employment by the Govern- 
ment should be the spoils of party contests 
and should not be disposed of by any vul- 
gar business rules. 

Each of these classes, should its members 
speak their actual feelings, would blame 
the new rule for a different reason; but, as 
they understand that public opinion has got 
far past the point where any patience would 
be shown to such views as theirs, they have 
agreed tacitly to base their criticism on the 
plausible ground that the rule interferes 
with the constitutional power of removal 
and tends to establish a permanent tenure 
of office, to give rise to an office-holding 
class, &c., and so on through the dismal 
catalogue with which we are all of 
us so familiar. Their idea 
if all the clerks must be examined, 
if those who fail twicein succession may 
be reduced or dismissed, those only who 
succeed can be retained or promoted, and 
these must be, and there you have your 
dreaded life tenure. The single difficulty 
with this idea is thatit does not bear the 
remotest relation to the truth. The one 
thing determined by the new rule is that 
employés who cannot get 75 in an examina- 
tion framed by a board of their own com- 
rades, and embracing the record of their ca- 
pacity, as marked by the head of their bu- 
reau, cannot be promoted. That is abso- 
lutely the only thing fixed by the rule. 
Everything else is merely in the nature of 
information. 

The men or women who fail twice to 
reach the minimum may be reduced or dis- 
missed, but also they may notbe. That 
will lie with the appointing officer in the 
future asit does now. He already has that 
power. Therule does not add toit or take 
fromit. It only provides definite knowledge 
on which he may act. He has as well the 
power to reduce or promote an employé who 
does attain the minimum or one who at- 
tains the maximum, for that matter, if he 
choose to exercise if. As to promotion, un- 
der the rule he cannot promote a person 
who has not got at least on a 
scale of 100 in the but 
asto all who stand at 75 or over he has 
unfettered choice. He may take the highest 
or the lowest. The only difference is that, if 
he chooses to use it, he has well digested 
and attested information as to fitness by 
which to be guided. If hedoes not use it 
and discards or ignores it, it remains on rec- 
ord and gives a basis for criticism of his 
action. Doubtless a safe man in his posi- 
tion, who means to do his duty to the public 
and manage his office as well as he could, 
would be largely guided by the record.

It will thus be seen that the power of 
removal, which the critics of the new rule 
profess to regard so highly, is left precisely 
where it was before. It is untouched, and 
we may add that there is nothing in the 
whole reform system—in the law, the rules, 
er the regulations—that in the slightest 
Gegree restricts or affects the power of 
removal. The outcry on this point 
may have originated in some minds 
in ignorance, but it is hard to conceive 
of any mind so ignorant as now 
to believe that the reform system does 
really affect that power and tend to estab- 
lish a life tenure. Possibly the chief writer 
on the subject in the New-York Sun, if, as is 
apparently the case, he has firmly resolved 
to learn nothing about it, may be in a state 
of willful and artificial ignorance; but we 
should say. it would tax even his powers of 
self-control to keep himself from getting a 
notion of the utter falseness and absurdity 
of the position he is maintaining. 


THE MAYOR'S APPOINTMENTS. 

Several appointments by the Mayor were 
announced yesterday, accompanied by a 
brief explanation. The only reappoint- 
ments were those of Police Commissioner 
VoorHIs and Commissioner PORTER, of the 
Department of Charities and Correction, 
and-the Mayor wishes to have it understood 
that they are reappointed “because of the 
singular unanimity of opinion that they 
have discharged their duties with fidelity, 
energy, and intelligence.” There will 
probably be no disposition to dis- 
pute this, though the “singular una- 
nimity of opinion” appears mainlyfin the 
lack of criticism or opposition, so far as 
‘those officers are concerned. Mr. Hrwitrs 
siagular confidence in Mr. RICHARD CROKER 
is shown in appointing him to the full term 
as Fire Commissioner instead of leaving 
him to serve out the term which would ex- 
pire two years hence. Mr. CROKER’S rec- 
ord in past years and his political 
methods are not such as to give citizens 
generally the same high opinion of him that 
the Mayor seems to hold, but there has been 
no complaint of his course as Fire Com- 
missioner, and the Mayor’s confidence will 
have to be accepted as founded on knowl- 
edge of his efficiency and official integrity. 

Two members of the Park Board have 
been appointed. Mr. WaLpo HuTCcHINS is 
@ man of experience and good standing, 
and ought to be an acceptable repre- 
sentative of the annexed district. Mr. 
THEODORE W. Myers is a prominent 
broker, and so far as is known his 
qualifications for a position on the board 
having charge of public parks are no better 
or worse than those of scores of other busi- 
ness men. But it seems not to be easy 
to get the men best qualified to 
give their time to the public service 
without compensation. In his explanation 
the Mayor says nothing of his purposes in 
regard to the resignation of Commissioner 
CRIMMINS. It is to be hoped that he has no 
intention of restoring that gentleman to the 
place which he threw up in advance of any 
investigation of the charges against him. 
Tne opportunity should not be lost of fill- 
ing his place with a man whose ideas of the 
purposes of public parks are more exalted 
and whose private interests could in no way 
conflict with his public duties. 

The appointment of Mr. MarsHatt for 
Dock Commissioner appears to be an ex- 
cellent one. The Mayor defers the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners of Taxes and Assess- 
ments until the charges which are intended 
to give him ground for superseding Messrs. 
CoLtEMAN and DONNELLY have been dis- 
posed of. The delay in appointing anew 
Fire Commissioner and a Health Commis- 
sioner seems to be due to a difficulty in de- 
ciding upon the proper persons for those 
places. The Mayor claims to have made his 
appointments thus far with a view solely to 
the interests of the city, though he does not 
regard the recommendations of the organi- 
zations to which he owed his nomination as 
a disadvantage. He seems to have managed 
to satisfy these organizations without lay- 
ing himself open to serious criticism for the 
character of his appointments. Whether 
he will finish his task with the same degree 
of rather negative success remains to be 
seen. Not the least of his difficulties are 
still before him. 


SUMMER CONCERTS. 

The prohibition against giving licenses 
for beer and music to the same resort is one 
of the most curious freaks of our excise 
legislation. A German proverb advises us 
in emptying bathtubs to throw out the 
dirty water, but to keep the baby. This 
simple feat the Legislature has thus far 
been unable to accomplish with regard to 
“* concert saloons.” 

It is well known that there are places at 
which music and liquors are both dispensed 
which are disorderly and disgraceful re- 
sorts. Itis not the combination of music 
and beverages that makes these places dis- 
orderly. It is the fact that they are fre- 
quented by the vilest blackguards of both 
sexes. They have now—at least the most 
notorious of them—been suppressed, and 
they could have been suppressed with- 
out the statute that forbids the issue of 
a theatrical license and a liquor license 
to the same place. No license of any sort 
should have been given to them. For itis 
always the fault of the keeper of a place of 
amusement if it becomes disorderly. The 
keepers of the best restaurants, whose pros- 
perity depends upon the patronage of de- 
cent people, are quite aware that they must 
keep indecent people away, and they find 
ways and means of doing this. There 
is no more difficulty in achieving this 
with a concert garden than with an 
eating house. It is not, of course, practi- 
cable to exclude disreputable characters al- 
together, nor is it necessary. It is enough 
if the place is made unpleasant to them, 
and if they are excluded with ignominy 
when they are known. In point of fact, 
the places that have lately been shut up in 
this city were opened and managed 
with the express intention of ap- 


pealing for support to the disrepu- 


resort. The keeper of a place of amusement 
who invites or tolerates customers of this 
kind proclaims his purpose of keeping ‘a 
disreputable resort, and the only business 
the authorities have with him is to suppress 
his nefarious calling. 

On the other hand, among the many ex- 
cellent institutions which weé owe to Ger- 
many, none is more excellent than the Ger- 
man music garden. This is a place where 
food and drink may be had and music be 
enjoyed. Many New-Yorkers look back 
with regret to the series of Summer con- 
certs which THEODORE THOMAS gave in the 
Central Park Garden, which most respecta- 
ble audiences gathered nightly to enjoy. 
Beer and light wines were to be had at 
these entertainments, and they never did 
the concert-goers any harm. Anintoxicated 
person was never to be seen there, nor were 
the persons visible te whom the disreputa- 
ble concert saloons of a later date have ap- 
pealed. The atmosphere of the place was 
not congenial to them, and they abstained 
from attending it, as they will from attend- 
ing any place which is not carried onin their 
interest. Of late years Mr. NEUENDORFF 
has tried the experiment of repeating these 
concerts, an experiment which was finally 
abandoned in consequence of the stupid 
statute which requires that beer and music 
be taken separately. 

In truth, one of the chief needs of those 
who are forced to spend the Summer in 
town—their chief need in the way of amuse- 
ment—is a good concert garden. The con- 
certs during the Summer months must be in 
a garden, or in a building with a garden at- 
tached to it, and not in a hall. Itis not 
amusement to sit through a concert ina 
gas-lit hall with the temperature of New- 
York in July. Frequent chances of es- 
cape to the open air are needed to 
render it tolerable. At present the New- 
Yorker has to go to Coney Island for his 
open-air concert, even when he would much 
rather take it in town if it were available, 
There is plenty of unoccupied land to be 
had for the purpose of a concert garden 
within reasonable distance of the centre of 
the city. The demand is great enough to 
insure its supply, provided the statute 
which was aimed at disreputable resorts is 
so modified as not to obstruct a cheerful, 
harmless, and refining entertainment. 


ANOTHER CODE. 


Gov. Hitt has appointed three Commis- 
sioners to examine the proposed Code of Evi- 
dence and to report upon it to the next Leg- 
islature. To most persons the report of the 
appointment will bring the first news that 
any Code of Evidence was proposed; to 
others it will revive facts tending to carry 
conviction to minds open to it. 

This proposed Code of Evidence is Part 
IV. of the Code of Civil Procedure reported 
to the Legislature in 1850. Although not yet 
law inits entirety in the State of its birth, 
this Code of Procedure has been adopted in 
whole or in principle in twenty-three States 
and Territories, Moreover, the legal reforms 
first embodied in it have been followed in 
the Judicature act of Great Britain, in the 
codes of India, and’ in the consular courts 
of Japan, Shanghai, Hong-Kong, and Sin- 
gapore. If that code were to be compared 
with the Roman or French Code the lawyers 
of New-York, who have consistently opposed 
it at every stage of its progress, would run 
such risks of fatal frenzy that we forbear. 
Perhaps it will do no harm, however, to ask 
them to cite another case in which any 
generation has set a deeper impress upon 
the laws of its period, and to say whether or 
not this is legitimate cause for pride to all 
good New-Yorkers. 

But how happens it that this part four of 
acode whose excellence isso widely and 
variously attested is still not law in New- 
York? It is simply because part first so 
affronted the legal profession that they re- 
solved the matter should go no further. 
Part first revolutionized legal procedure 
around the globe, and the dry-as-dusts 
were aghast at the possibilities if codifica- 
tion were not nippedin the bud. The be- 
ginning was so strong in its excellence that 
they could not attack it, byt they resolved 
that, since continuance was necessary, 
further progress should be made under 
their own fostering care. Accordingly, in- 
stead of adopting what was ready to their 
hand and was beneficial law in many other 
States, they devised a system of their own. 
Lest we should be thought to be talking at 
random, and to do these anti-codists an in- 
justice, we cite the Bar Association’s formal 


indorsement of the Code of Remedial Just- . 


ice, to wit, that it tended to “simplify, 
harmonize, and improve” that portion of 
the law of New-York. Well, what has been 
the result? Has any English-speaking com- 
munity adopted one page or one principle 
of that code? What is thought of it by 
New-York lawyers? Will any of them dis- 
sent from the opinion that the present sys- 
tem of practice of New-York is, in the 
words of Mr. CARTER, ‘“‘the worst in exist- 
ence’? It will be observed that we have 
dealt as little with opinions as possible. It 
is fact, not theory, that the code approved 
by the Bar has come to nothing, and that 
the codes which they condemned have in 
scores of cases been approved by experience 
in other communities. Whose fault is it if, 
in this matter, the Bar of New-York no 
longer speaks with authority either to praise 
or condemn ? 

We have no quarrel with those who criti- 
cise the projected codes with a view to bet- 
ter them, and in proof of this we wish to 
note with approval a tentative effort by the 
Boston Bar to improve the state of the com- 
mon law regarding testimony by experts. 
The Boston committee on the amendment 
of the law has published a pamphlet by 
CLEMENS HERSCHEL, in which he clearly 
sets forth how this most useful class of evi- 
dence has become ‘the means of befogging 
the truth. It is impossible this should be 
otherwise so long as professional men are 
summoned as partisans to earn their fees by 
supporting theories favorable to those who 
retain them. Mr. HERSCHEL suggests that 
the experts be summoned by agreement of 
the parties to testify impartially upon the 
whole subject, and in defect of such agree-

WHICH HYATT? 

It is not necessary at this late day to 
reaffirm the truth that a small dose of 
politics often works marvelous changes 
in the physical and psychical condition 
of persons not distinguishable, before 
taking, from the mass of mankind. In 
view, however, of the sudden and remarka- 
ble development of James W. Hyatt, of 
Norwalk, it may be well to call the fact 
tomind. This gentleman, as National Bank 
Examiner for Connecticut and Rhode Isl- 
and, was apparently born to blush unseen 
amid the rugged fastnesses of his native 
shores; but fame rudely dragged him forth 
and said he was going to be Treasurer of 
the United States. 

This is an office of: some importance. 
There may be others more important; but 
from Norwalk into this one would be a fair- 
ly long step. Some idea of its magnitude 
may be gained from section $3,644 of the 
Revised Statutes, which reads thus: 


“All moneys paid into the Treasury of tho 
United States shall be subject to the draft of the 
Treasurer. And for the purpose of payments on 
the public account the Treasurer is authorized 
to draw upon any of the depositaries as he may 
think most conducive to the public interest and 
to the convenience of the public creditors.” * * * 


These things being true, it seems highly 
necessary that there should be no mistake 
as to which James W. Hyatt, of Norwalk, 
is appointed to fill the office, for there are 
certainly two of him. Tho strange being 
pictured by Rosert Lovis STEVENSON in 
“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” has a twin 
brother in Connecticut. On Saturday, May 
7, ® correspondent of a morning paper pub- 
lished in this city called upon Mr. Hyatt 
and asked him if he had been appointed 
United States Treasurer. Mr. Hyatr re- 
plied, according to the correspondent, “ Yes, 
it is true I have been offered and have ac- 
cepted the position of Treasurer of the 
United States, and shall start for Washing- 
ton in the morning; where all the prelimi- 
nary details will be arranged.” 

This gentleman did start for Washington, 
and on his way he paused long enongh in 
New-York to allow his picture to be drawn 
by the official tabby of an esteemed con- 
temporary. Eventually he arrived in Wash- 
ington, and was at once approached by a 
correspondent of a New-York paper. When 
asked about the report he said: “Never 
heard of it before; didn’t come to see the 
President about it; came here on entirely 
different business.” This dispatch was also 
sent on May 7. Inone day Mr. Hyatt was 
in three places, told two stories, and had 
his picture taken. Nevertheless on the 
very next day Mr. Hyatr is credit- 
ed with returning to his original Nor- 

.walk statement. It is manifest, there- 
fore, that this gentleman possesses two 
personalities, like Dr. Jekyll and Mr, 
Hyde, and that he changes from one to the 
other at will. If, however, he should one 
day lose the secret of effecting the change, 
as Mr. STEVENSON’S hero did, it might re- 
sult in a hopeless confusion of affairs in the 
office of the United States Treasurer. Gen- 
tlemen upon whom one cannot lay a hand 
with any.certainty are not scarce either in 
politics or finance; but persons possessed of 
dual personalities, each having a tendency 
to make statements inconsistent with the 
other, should not be numerous in high of- 
fices with millions at their disposal. 

It will be noted by readers of the news of 
the day that Mr. Hyartr is traveling under 
the management of BARNUM. This, how- 
ever, is not the BARNUM who was dear to 
our childhood. That eminent‘ exhibitor 
once owned an elephant which, having 
come into violent contact with alocomotive, 
became, as Mr. CARLYLE might have put it, 
simply the superficies or eidolon of an ele- 
phant. Mr. BaRNuM preserved the fleshly 
tenement of the animal, had the pachy- 
dermatous portion stuffed and the ossified 
part set up with wires, and now exhibits 
two Jumbos dead instead of one living. But 
they are mere skin and bones and are not to 
be compared with the dual mammoth of 
finance from Norwalk. 

NR LEN ITN EY FRAIL STIG 

A deputation of men employed by Coop- 
ER, Hewitt & Co. waited upon Mayor 
Hewitt the other day to secure some 
changes in the regulations of the firm. It 
appears by a dispatch from Trenton that 
the Mayor surprised the men by offering 
them the works, rent free, and enough 
money to run them with, provided only he 
be secured lawful interest on the sum so 
advanced. The mill last year lost its 
owners $50,000. The workmen are 
thinking of accepting this offer. If 
they accept they will probably learn 
a good deal, whether or not they succeed 
in making as good wages as they have 
made heretofore. After they have man- 
aged the mill a few months, when a dem- 
agogue tells them how labor is ground un- 
der the iron heel of capital, and how much 
worse the condition of the American work- 
ingman is than was that of the slaves and 
serfs of the past, they will know more 
accurately than they do now what nonsense 
he is talking. 


The District Attorney of Washington has 
at last discovered that many of the pro- 
visions of the acts relating to polygamy, 
bigamy, adultery, and kindred crimes which 
have been passed in the last four or five 
years are law for the District of Columbia 
as wellas for Utah and other Territories, 
and he is now talking about enforcing them 
for the improvement of the city’s morals. 
The penalties provided in these acts for adul- 
tery and certain other crimes are very severe. 
But if the authorities at the capital have 
not heretofore perceived that parts, at least, 
of these acts were law for the District the fact 
has received some attention in other Eastern 
cities andin Utah. A section which is de- 
clared to be in force“ in any Territory or other 
place over which the United States have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction” seems to be law for 
Washington. And why should not a crime 
committed in the District of Columbia be as 
severely dealt with as the same crime com- 
mitted in Utah or Idaho?

They have been visited 
frequently by friends of District Attorney Ridg- 
way, who urge that Fire Chief Nevins and his 
crowd be made the subjeets of a ferocious attack, 
while Ridgway, who is represented as & gentle- 
man anxious to get out of the clutches of the 
ring, should be let alone. Close upon the heels

Stress 
is laid upon the ae disappear- 
ance of a number of important dict- 
ments on the last day of Catlin’s term, and 
the belief expressed that accident was not the 
only cause for it. As to Ridgway, the report is 
expected to be very severe, and his actionin 
neglecting to prosecute gamblers, and warning 
them of steps about to be taken in his office is 
eye | condemned. A large portion of ‘the 
report will be devoted to Ridgway, and upon its 
Strength his removal willbe recommended. The 
counsel of the committee are agreed that neither 
indictment nor impeachment would be practical 
in Ridgway's case, and that the action of the 
Governor on the strength of evidence submitted 
by the Assembly is the only course left open,

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A QUESTION OF ORTHODOXY. 


THE PRESBYTERY EXCITED OVER THE 
% BELIEF OF A CANDIDATE. 

The Presbytery of New-York had its 
monthly meeting yesterday at the Scotch Pres- 
byterian Church, West Fourteenth-street. The 
meeting in May generally occurs at 3 P. M., but 
owing to the large number of licentiates to be 
heard yesterday’s meeting was called at 
10 A. M. at the request of the Rev. 
Dr. Vincent, Chairman of the Committee on 
Examining Candidates. The ehange thus made 
came up in the course of theday as one cause 
for a somewhat disagreeable session. The first 
trouble was over the report of the Committee 


on Examinations. A majority of this committee 
recommended that the examinations of the 14 
candidates be sustained and licenses given them 
by the Presbytery. A minori repos however, 
was presented by the Rev. Dr. J. M. Worrall, 
supported by the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, rec- 
ommending that all but Howard 8. Bliss be 
licensed. 

Drs. Worrall and Crosby objected to the imme- 
diate license of Mr. Bliss, because they had 
grave doubts as to his orthodoxy on the subject 
of inerrant inspiration of the Holy Scriptures 
and asto the Mosaic authorship of the Penta- 
teuch. These subjects, when thrown open to the 
debate of the mh proved to be a source 
of much contention. The questioned candidate 
was desired by his opponents to say that he be- 
lieved the record of divine revelation as given in 
the original ee and documents to he 
absolutely inerrant in every detail. But the 
young man was unwilling to say _ this. 
He believed that God gave the revelation 
through men, not in the position of mere ma- 
chines, but allowing the personal individuality 
of the writers to operate, guiding it and inspir- 
ing inerrantly only in matters of faith and prac- 
tice. This statement by Mr. Bliss was regarded 
by some members of the Presbytery as disqualt 
tying him for the work of preaching the Chris- 
tian faith, at least inthe Presbyterian Churches 
of New-York, but he was finally licensed by a 
vote of 17 to16. Dr. Crosby voting with the 
minority. 

This, however, was not the end of the difficul- 
ty. Inthe afternoon, after the 14 licentiates 
had read their sermons to the Presbytery, the 
question was raised as to the legality of the pro- 
ceedings of the forenoon, on the ground that 
legal notice had not been given of the hour of 
the meeting. On motion of Dr. Crosby, how- 
ever, those proceedings were ratified. He said 
that he did not want to rip up the business all 
over again, 

The Presbytery will attend the ordination of 
Alexander McLachlin and Harutune 8. Jenan- 
yan at the Union Theological Seminary, after 
the graduation exercises there to-night. Next 
Monday evening, at 8 o’clook, the Rev. Dr. Rob- 
ert F. Sample will be installed as Pastor of the 
Twenty-third-Street Church.

THE MUGWUMPS IN 1888. 
From the Philadelphia Times, May 9. 

For a year or two after a quarter million 
Republican mugwumps had defeated Blaine and 
elected Cleveland the organs of both parties 
lustily jeered and denounced the mugwumps as 
impracticable novices in politics. The mistake 
of party organs of both sides is in their general

tendency to ignore the idea of anything like hon- * 


est convictions in politics. True, the action of 
many who were classed as mugwumps in 1884 
gave color to the theory that the rebellion 
against Blaine was a mugwump spurt for 
that occasion only; but while a few have 


revolted against their own revolt the 
great mass of the mugwumps of 1884 are 
mugwumps still, and for every one who has 
fallen by the way, a score have taken his place. 
Philadelphi presents the best illustration of 
the present Hower of whatis popularly called 
the mugwump idea. Nine-tenths of the bankers 
and financial men, with nearly an equal propor- 
tion of the manufacturers and business men of 
this city, voted for Blaine in 1884. To-day a 
majority of them would vote for Cleveland 
against Blaine. They do not profess to have 
become Democrats. On the contrary, they 
have no idea of becoming partisan Democrats 
but the conservative, honest business policy o 
Cleveland commands their confidence and re- 
spect, and they have thus ceased to be Republic- 
an partisans. 

As the party leaders get stray glimpses of the 
shaping issues for 1888, they modify their ideas 
of the mugwumps as a factor in the coming con- 
test, and instead of the rude jeers flung out 
against the mugwumps, the party organs are 
now soberly asking the question: “‘ What will 
the mugwumps do in 1888?” They are begin- 
ning to see what has been visible to all intelli- 
gent and dispassionate observers since 1884, 
that the mugwumps, or independent voters, 
will control the national verdict in 1888 as they 
did in 1884, and party leaders and organs have 
a wholesome respect for the balance of power 
in politics, It is finally getting battered into 
the heads of politicians of both parties, that 
a controlling element of the voters of 
the Republic respect themselves and their indi- 
vidual convictions much more than they respect 
party, and thatis why Blaine halts and shivers 
on the threshold of a Presidential renomination 
that he could command at will. It is now pretty 
well understood that the attitude of the mug- 
wumps in 1888 will depend wholly upon the at- 
titude of the respective parties and their candi- 
dates, and that neither coaxing, bullying, nor 
lying will change the purpose and action of this 
controlling independent vote. The mugwumps 
are here; they are here to stay, and in 1888, as 
in 1884, the gy upon which they fallin hos- 
tile array will be the defeated party of the next 
Presidential battle.

THE DOMINION BUDGET. 

Orrawa, May 9.-—Sir Charles Tupper this 

afternoon brought down the estimate of the 
Dominion expenditure for the next fiscal year. 
The total expenditure is estimated at $42,321,- 
000. Of this amount about half, or $20,645,747, 
consists of regular charges authorized by statute 
and which remains about the same every year. 
The principal items of the estimate and increase 
over last year are as follows: Interest on pub- 
lio debt, $116,720 78; railways ana canals, 
$3,438,261; post office, $2,945,670; militia, 
$1,293,500; civil government, $1,265,631. 
There are also the following items and increases 
oncapital accounts: Redemption of debt, $3,038,- 
297; railways and canals, $3,706,100. The 
mainitem of reductions in last year’s estimate 
consists of a reduction of $476,494 in the appro- 
priation for public works,

together with a few others coming from different 
directions, will be sold at the Ortgies Gallery, op- 
posite the Star Theatre, on Wednesday ana 
Thursday nights. 


It may surprise some people to learn that the 
collector who sells pictures from his gallery ig 
sure to bring upon his head the execrations of a 
certain number of artists; but so itis. If the ob. 
ject attributed to the collector for selling pict- 
ures is gain, the moral deduced is that of usury 
and allits horrors. But if it be weariness of the 
picture, there is no word hard enough for 
one so blindly fickle. As a matter of 
fact frequent changes in the galleries of collect- 
ors are good for the artists, bringing their names 
before the public, allowing their pictures to re- 
appear from private walls, and giving a chance 
fer appreciation in price when the work deserves ~ 
it. So far from demanding that a collestor 
should hoard his pictures and never sell, the 
artists ought to reason that it would advantage 
the profession if collectors continually sold off 
pictures when the limit to their wall space was 
reached. Some canvases will depreciate, but 
others will go up; pictures will gradually ac- 
crue to those amateurs who value them most; 


and the constant buying and sellin 
foment the market untit larger and _ 
circles of men become accustomed to the 
idea of investing in paintings. Frequent sales 
of the same pictures will be sure to breed great- 
er confidence in _—_ buyers, who now ab- 
stain because they fear that if it be necessary to 
realize there will be no market ready to give 
them anything like the sums they have paid. Why 
are French paintings so popular with men who 
know little about art? Largely because there ia 
a constant demand for them; they can be dis- 
posed of suddenly without a great sacrifice. It 
should be the aim of those who have American 
ey in - - whe: it ererrieine that 2 calculated 
mak uying and selling of Ameri 
paintings easy and safe. , ey 
Many charming pieces will be found among 
Canvases placed, for one reason or another, 
by their owners ou the market. The land- 
scapists Wyant and George Inness are rhaps 
the most notable. Of Wyant there is a delicate, $ 
reserved little ‘‘Scene on the Susquehanna,’ 
two bewitching little sunsets, a large landscape 
with late light and a river winding back through 
the distance, together with a pretty little 
“Evening.” The finest Wyantis ‘ Old House 
near Uxbridge, Mass.,” not large, but painted in 
a big way, with no little dramatic effect in the 
clouds, Inness is represented by his “ Last 
Gleam” and a fine woodland view called 
“ Sunset Glow;” by @ moonlight, very sweet 
and tical; another sunset, and by an 
“Ttalian Landscape,” ‘curious as well as 
fine for the mountains in the background. A 
rich bit of “Autumnal Scenery” by John La 
Farge will please lovers of subtlety in coloring, 
and of the mannered and monotonous, but 
often sweet harmonies, by Blakelock there are 
no less than six examples, none great, but none 
without a certain even charm. A small Bier- 
stadt, a bootblack from J.G. Brown,a “Lake 
Champlain” by Bristol, and an “ Evening on the 
Lake” by the late Sanford R. Gifford; a figure b 
Guy, a tower interior by Henry, and two land- 
acapes by H. W. Robbins represent the Acad- 
emy.

“Old Windmills,” by Bunce; “Family Relics,” 
by Brenneman; “Blue Jar and Pome- 
granates,” by Anna P. Dixwell; a Boston 
square in a fog. by Childe Hassam, and 
two Mexican views by Thomas Moran are worth 
bidding for. Hereis the Hollander Kever with 
a stable picture, ‘‘ Cutting Feed,” in the manner 
of Israels, and from F. Juengling a very capital 
old Prussian emigrant unpacki gf helmet, clocks, 
and odds and ends, called “From Foreign 
Shores.”

STRUCK WITH THE GAS FEVER. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., May 9.—The people 
of the Upper Chenango Valley are just now filled 
with excitement and enthusiasm over the re- 
markable developments of natural gas and 
petroleum at the new well near Morrisville. 
The company engaged in the boring consists of 
W. W. Hague, an experienced Pennsylvania 
operator, and @ number of local capitalists. 


About two weeks ago work was begun witha 
full outfit of machinery and was pushed by re- 
lays of workmen night and day. On Thursday 
evening last when the drill had reached a depth 
of about 600 feet, suddenly a roaring stream 
of gas burst out of the well with a 
violence that brought the tools along with it. 
Almost instantly the stream took fire from the 
workmen’s lanterns and flamed up 79 feet into 
the air, setting fire to the derrick and 
which were both burned. The workmer and @ 
number of curious on-lookers took warning from 
the first sounds of commotion in the well, and 
fortunately escaped out of reach of the flames. 
The stream continued to burn furiously until ex- 
tinguished by the workmen next day. The out- 
flowing gas brought with it distinct traces of oil. 

The inhabitants of the country round about 

have become much excited by the developments 
at the well, and many of them believe that their 
lands contain untold stores of wealth in gas or 
petroleum, or both. There isa rush of outside 
speculators to the scene, who are bidding round 

rices for leases of gas and oil rights in the 

ands. Meantime the company has put up a hew 
derrick, and will recommence boring to-morrow. 
The managers appear to be confident that they 
bave struck a bonanza, inasmuch as they refuse 
to part with shares of stock at auy reasonable 
tigures, and are leasin, all the lands they can 
get hold of in the vic of the well.

The will of Edward Hen, the tobacco and 
pipe man, who for so many years had his store 
and room at 43 Liberty-street, was filed for pro- 
bate yesterday, and its terms have caused sur- 
prise and disappointment to the nephews and 
niece of the industrious old man.

Cita- 
tions have been issued for the appearance of 
witnesses at the Surrogate’s office May 19. At 
this time objection will be made to the pro- 
bate of the will by the four relatives of Mr. 
Hen, who are left out in the cold. They are 


A st Hen, a salesman in a cane factory at 
172 Centre-street; Mrs. Josephine Schlich, of 
206 Keep-street, Brooklyn, Eastern District;

Mr. Hen made several wills during his life, they 
say, in which provision was made for his rela- 
tives.

@ was poor and began at once upon a life 
which from first to last was summed up inone 
word, “business.” He began his career in the 
pipe and tobacco line, and when a little money 
was saved it was safely invested. He did not 
take many risks and those only in the early 
years of his life. He became interested in the 
Mexican and South American trade and made 
goodly sums of money. : 

He lived alone in a room adjoining the store in 
Liberty-street which he had purchased. Indeed, 
this property and two houses on Market-street 
are allthe real estate that has yet been found 
that he owned. He got his meals down town 
at various restaurants, always living in a 
frugal manner. During the day it was his cus- 
tom to visit resorts on Wall-street and vicinity, 
where he would pick up information about 
stocks and securities. When satisfied of a good 
investment he would buy outright. At night he 
sometimes went to places of amusement, but 
very seldom. 

Mrs. Wagner vwas an old friend and considered 
an adopted daughter by the rich tobacoonist, 
He had known her as a little girl, Bertha Geiger, 
and was accustomed to visit her home and that 
of her sisters. When, 16 years ago, she married 
John Wagner Mr. Hen was much pleased, as 
Wagner had been connected with him in busi- 
ness. He set them upin the house 12 Market- 
street, where they now live, and was ac- 
customed to call the house his home. Mrs. Wag- 
ner is a pleasant looking woman and has a fam- 
ily of light-haired children. The house is a mod- 
est three-story brick structure, just around the 
corner from East Broadway. 

Why Mr. Hen should leave his relations out of 
his willis not known. He had been friendly 
with the young men and had aided them some- 
whatin business. He started one of them iga 
tobacco store, but the store did not pay. 
Another of the boys was embarked in the Mexi- 
can trade, but for some reason failed to make it 
successful. A third nephew was employed in 
Mr. Hen’s store for a time, and left it about six 
months ago. The others also had spent a short 
time in their uncle’s employ, though it was not 
considered a very desirable place. They were 
compelled, they say, to work until 2 o’clock in 
the morning, and then sleep on the counter, while 
the proprietor took the lounge in the rear, 
They were then ompeetes to make a frugal 
breakfast, and by the time for the day’s busi- 
ness to begin to be ready with cheerful coun- 
tances to welcome customers. He sent them 
abroad in their youth to be educated, as he had 
Mrs. Wagner and her sisters. The Wagners and 
the Hens, however, had not visited of late, and, 
indeed, the nephews saw little of their uncle,

OLIVER HOYT’S FUNERAL. 


MANY FRIENDS FROM THIS CITY AT- 
TEND THE SERVICES. 

The Boston express train which leaves 
the Grand Central Station at 2 o’clock every 
afternoon carried yosterday several hundred 
friends of the late Oliver Hoyt, who were going 
to Stamford to attend his funeral. They had put 
off buying their tickets until the last minute, and 
more than half those in line would have missed 
the services had not the conductor held the train 
until all had purchased tickets. There were not 
enough cars in the train to accommodate them 
and more had to be attached. 

At Stamfora the streets were full of people, 
and business in many instances was suspended. 
The avenues leading to the Methodist Church 
were thronged, while the open space around the 
church was black with people. Long before the 


arrival of the Boston express every available 
inch of roomin the church had been taken up 
except the seats 7 cially reserved for the 
friends from New-York. As soon as the latter 
arrived and were seated the services began. 

The body, in a casket covered with heavily 
embroidered black , cloth, bad already been 
placed at the altar. There were a few plain 
fioral devices. The Rev. C, H. Buck, Pastor of 
the church, began the services with prayer and 
the reading of the Scriptures, Miss Kelly, of 
New-York, sang “ Blossed are the dead,” and the 
Rev. Dr. O. H. Tiffany paid a tribute to the 
memory and virtues of the dead in a short ad- 
dress. Miss Kelly sang “I know that my Re- 
deemer livetn,” and then the Rev. Dr. 
J. M. Buckley, editor of the Christian 
Advocate, recalled many incidents of 
Mr. Hoyt’s life; and dwelt lovingly 
fipon his many unostentations deeds of 
charity. Previously there had been a short serv- 
ice atthe house conducted by the Rev. M. W. 
Prince, at which only intimate friends and mem- 
bers of the family were present. The pall bear- 
ers were Col. Frederick Grant, George I. Seney, 
Mr. William Styles, of Brooklyn; Mr. Thomas 
Rushmore, of Mamaroneck; Mr. C. O. Millor, T. 
G. Ritch, Dr. J. 8. Dodge, and the Hon, E. L. Scho- 
field, of Stamford. At the conclusion of the 
services an opportunity was.given to all present 
to view the remains. The body remained in the 
church until this morning, when it will be pri- 
vately interred at Woodlawn, Company C, of the 
Fourth Regiment, acted as a guard of honor all 
night.

NEW-YORK, May 8, 1887. 
To hts Honor the Mayor of New-York City: 

Seeing you are a man of democratic American 

fos and defender of the rights of the American 
citizen permit me to ask your advice as to the course 
I should pursue. 

I, being an American citizen with five American- 
born children and wife dependent on me for their 
means of existence, and being a first-class mechan- 
ical plasterer, and having been for the past three 

ears under the ban of the plasterers’ society and 

ned by them $50 for my electing to work or offering 
to by the hour as opposed to their law (by the 
day), and bein unable to comply with their 
arbitary demand I have been compelled to 
leave several good employments. Their lat- 
est outrage was on Tuesday, the 3d inst., 
when their “ delegate” informed me that he had im- 
perative orders to knock me off wherever he found 
me. I was ordered to appear before them the same 
evening to geta permit. I obeyed, but not having 
$1250, I was refused the privilege of earning a 
crust. On the following morning the foreman in- 
formed me that my employer ordered that I go not 
to work, and that he would pay me on the following 
Saturday. I endeavored to find the employer, but it 
was four days after when I did, when he paid me $4 
for the day I worked. I then asked him respectfully 
the cause of my being laid off. His response was: 
“You had better see me later.” 

Now, your Honor, I have positive proof that these 
unprincipled creatures of human circumstance have 
conspired against me and did on soveral occasions 
compel bosses from employing me, and that I have 
no other means of supporting my family than by 
working at my trade, ot which I stand at the head of 
the profession. Your Honoris at liberty to give the 
above to the press, and also my opinion that such 
organizations in America have outlived their useful- 
ness to the great Republic notwithstanding what 
idle drones may say to the contrary.

AFTER A REVOLUTION. 
MONEY WHICH THE UNITED STATES 
OF COLOMBIA CLAIMS. 


An interesting question came up before 
Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday in a hearing upon some curious litiga- 
tion which 1s going on, the basis of which is the 
last civil war which occurred in the United 
States of Colombia. There has not been a revo- 
lution in that country for two years, and this 
has given the present rulers leisure to come here 
and indulge in the luxury of litigation. 

The litigation came about in this way. Dur- 
ing the revolution of 1884 Col. Benjamin A. 


Gaitan, the Adjutant-General of the ‘ Liberal” 
Army, was sent to New-York with $88,000 to 
buy guns and ammunition, The money was de- 
posited here with Perez Triana & Co., and part 
of it was expended for the purposes intended. 
The Liberals were routed. Col. Gaitan_deemed 
{t the part of a wise man to stay here. He there- 
fore demanded of Sefior Triana all the money 
which was left of the $88,000, but Triana made 
peace with the successful party and refused to 
deliver. 

Ever since then litigation has been going on. The 
United States of Colombia claim that the money 
and the property bought with it belong toif, on 
the ground that whenever one Government puts 
down another Government and supersedes it, all 
the assets of the annihilated Government belong 
to the conqueror. Gen. George W. Wingate, who 
is Col. Gaitan’s lawyer, after a long discussion 
eee admitted that that might be s0; but 

e claimed that his client ought to be paid for 
his services to the conquered Government, and 
tor their value should have a lien upon_ the 
money aud property in Triana’s hands. Elihu 
Root and Franklin Bartlett, the counsel 
for the United States of Colombia, 
urged that all the money and property belonged 
to their client, and thar Col. Gaitan ought to be 
enjoined from carrying on a suit which he had 
begun against Triana & Co. to recover about 
$40,000 which he says they owe him. Roderick 
Robertson, who is counsel for Triana & Co.. 
argued on the same line. The United States of 
Colombia has brought a bill in equity seeking 
to have Triana & Co. and Col. Gaitan account to 
it for all moneys and property in their hands be- 
longing to them. Triana & Co. want to pay, so 
the suit is really to stop Col. Gaitan from getting 
any money out of thatfirm. Judge Barrett said 
that he should grant the injunction restraining 
Col. Gaitan, but deferred making an order until 
Gen. Wingate can hand him up a brief, with au- 
thorities, showing that Gaitan has a lien on the 
money for his services to the revolutionists. 


VERY NEATLY DONE. 
MESSRS. CONKLING AND INGERSOLL 
TRIPPED BY MR. LEDYARD. 

The large crowd which gathered in the Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, yesterday afternoon, to 
hear Roscoe Conkling and Robert G. Ingersoll 
argue for a new trialof the Commercial Tele- 
gram Company suit against the New-York Stock 
Exchange were disappointed. The arguments 
were indefinitely postponed on acconnt of alittle 


legal technicality raised by Mr. Lewis Cass Led- 
yard. 


Messrs. Conkling and Ingersoll, dissatisfied 
with Judge Ingraham’s decision, had proceeded 


to get together a lot of new testimony, and ap- 
plied for a new trial. They made their applica- 
tion first to Judge Donohue, who sat in cham- 
bers. He wouldn’t hear it, and sent them to 
Judge Ingraham. Senator Conkling talked to 
Judge Ingraham so effectually that he sent the 
application back to chambers, where Judge 
Barrett had taken the place of Judge Donohue, 
and there it came up yesterday afternoos 

Mr. George Putnam Smith, who, with James 
E. Chandler, assisted Messrs. Conkling and 
Ingersoll, had just begun yesterday to dilate 
upon the history of the case, when Mr. Led- 
yard said that he could bring the thing to an 
end by a very few words. Judge Barrett 
begged him to say them. They were simply 
these: Messrs. Conkling and Ingersoll had asked 
for a new trial. because they had discovered 
new testimony. This being 50, the only place 
where such an application could be tried was in 
the Special Term of the Supreme Court, 

Judge Barrett said the point was well taken, 
and that all hands had better go into the Special 
Term, Part L, and ask Judge Patterson to hear 
itatan early day. So they went in a proces- 
sion. Judge Patterson said that he was too 
busy to name any specific time for a hearing. 
They allcame trooping back to Judge Barrett, 
and Mr. Conkling vainly tried to have him make 
an order sending the matter to Judge Beach, 
who presides at Special Term, Part IT. 

The only thing left for the Commercial Com- 
pany’s counsel to dois to enter their application 
as a regular case upon the docketof the Supreme 
Court, and they can notice it for trial at the 
Juneterm. When it is reached in its order 
upon the calendar it can be tried. This means 
postponement for several weeks at the best.

PANORAMA BUILDING SOLD. 

The big panorama building on Seventh- 
avenue, at Fifty-fifth-street, where the battle of 
Vicksburg has been fought daily for some time 
past, was sold yesterday under the hammer at 
the Real Estate Exchange. The building, which 
is saidto have cost $60,000, was sold with a 
lease which will expire in July, 1901, with a 
eovenant of renewal for 20 years more. The 
ground rent of the entire property is $6,000 per 
year,

MAYOR WHIINEY ALONE. 
HIS THE ONLY VOTE AGAINST EXTEND- 
ING BRIDGE FACILITIES. 


An animated meeting of the Brooklyn 
Bridge Trustrees was held yesterday, President 
James Howell in the chair. The committee 
upon the extension of terminal facilities in 
Brooklyn presented a resolution directing the 
President of the Board to purchase the lot on the 
southwest corner of Washington and Concord 
streets, or, in the event of his failing to make a 
purchase, to have proper proceedings com- 
menced to acquire the same under the acts of the 
Legislature relative to the bridge. The exten- 


sion contemplated by this resolution would car- 
ry the tracks of the cable road a block and a half 
further, to the south side of Concord-street. 

Mayor Whitney opposed the resolution upon 
the grounds of economy. The bridge was not 
paying a profit, he said, and to make the neces- 
sary improvement money woul4 have to be 
borrowed. It would cost $1,000,000. To raise 
this sum bonds of the city would have to be sold. 
This would be impossible because they would 
exceed their constitutional indebtedness. He 
urged them to wait until it became evident that 
the bridge traffic would support the increased in- 
debtedness. 

Trustee Wormser did not think the improve- 
ment would cost so much, and the President-said 
it would not cost over $300,000, Trustees Mar- 
shall and Thurber also favored the improvement, 
but Mayor Whitney wanted to know where the 
money would come from and still opposed the 
extension. His arguments failed to impress the 
board, and the resolution was adopted by a vote 
of12to1, Mayor Whitney being alone in the 
negative. 

The conference ag the proposed extension 
of terminal facilities in this city was adjourned 
to May 18 in order that Mayor Hewitt might be 
present, The plans presented by Mr. Emerson 
are salad to contemplate an extension of the 
tracks and platforms to the west side o& Chat- 
ham-street, the elevation of the proménade 
about 30 feet, and the employment of the pres- 
ent promenade for switching purposes. Then 
passengers would be discharged upon the out- 
side platform and received from the platform be- 
tween the tracks. The entrance to the prom- 
enade would be by stairs from the west side of 
Centre-street.

A TINWORKER APPLIES ANOTHER NAME 
TO PYTHAGORAS HALL. 

A prominent member of the tin and sheet 
iron workers was seen going out of Pythagoras 
Hall yesterday and was asked whether he was 
not afraid to go into the lion’s den after the 
quarrel that his union had with Assembly No. 
49. ‘* Callit a vulture’s nest, rather,” remarked 
theman. “Alion has some noble traits about 
him that cannot be found among the men who 
congregate at the headquarters of No. 49.” 

He had heard that McGuire and Barry, of the 
General Executive Board, were in the city 


to investigate troubles among the Knights, 
and had called at Pythagoras HalJl to leave his 
address with those gentlemen, so they could call 
him when they needed him. He saw District 
Master Workman James E. Quinn, who said 
that the address of no one connected with the 
tinworker’s local was wanted, as they had left 
the order and had become a trades union. The 
tinworker replied that they had always been a 
trades. union, but were good Knights of Labor 
as well.

COPPER PRICES RISING. 

Copper mine owners are beginning to be grate-

THE SARATOGA RUNS ASHORE. 

CATSKILL, N. Y., May 9.—For the second 
time inside of a year the Saratoga, of the Citi- 
zens’ night passenger and freight line, between 
New-York and Troy, ran ashore. This time, in 
charge of substantially the same crew as before, 
the Saratoga, at about 4 o’clock this morning, 
bow on, was run on the flats half a mile south of 
this village and close by the mouth of the Catse 
kill Creek.

shore, and her stern is partly in the channel, 
whichis shallow. She had about 120 passengers 
on board from New-York, afew of whom were 
frightened when the Saratoga’s bow plowed 
up the mud near “ Catskill Fly.” The only rea- 
sonable theory to account for the Saratoga’s 
position: is that the man at the wheel did not 
now where the boat was or which way she was 
going, yet the engineer had steam enough on 
without a doubt. 

In the gray of the morning a number of pas- 
sengers, Who were badly frightened, wanted to 
jump overboard, though there was really no 
panic, and those who had lost their wits were 
soon calmed. A number of passengers later on 
were taken ashore in small boats. A few min- 
utes after 7 o’clock the Saratoga’s passengers 
were transferred to the steamboat City of Hud- 
son and were taken to Troy. At high tide this 
afternoon the Saratoga was floated, and she pro- 
ceeded side by side with the Belle Horton to 
Troy. The vessel is not damaged to any extent.

ROBBED HIS OWN MOTHER. 


A YOUNG NEW-YORK THIEF CAPTURED 
IN TROY. 

Troy, N. Y., May 9.—The police of this 
city to-dgy received a telegram from Inspector 
Byrnes, of New-York, asking for the arrest of 
Elias Rosenthal, a New-Yorker, who was want- 
ed for grand larceny, and who was supposed to 
behere. Asearch of the hotels was made, and 
Rosenthal was arrested at the Mansion House. 
He was at first disconcerted, but soon recovered 
his self-possession. Louis Loeb, a young man 
who was with Rosenthal, was also invited to 
Police Headquarters. When Rosenthal saw that 
the police had evidence of his crime he made a 
clean breast of the whole matter. He said that 


his father was a cattle d@gler, and lived at 218 
East One Hundred and urteenth-street, New- 
York City. The articles that he took consisted 
of diamond bracelets, brooches, earrings, and 
pins, a gold watch and chain,and other pieces 
of jewelry, valued at from $1,500 to $2,000, 
They belonged to his mother. On a diamond 
bracelet a pawn dealer in New-York advanced 
Rosenthal $200, which he used to pay his trav- 
eling expenses. He had $160 of the money left, 

He left the metropolis Saturday, with Loeb 
and another young man named Bert Smith. He 
intended to dispose of the jewelry and use the 
money in having a good time. He said that Loeb 
and Smith had nothing to do with the taking of 
the moe: They were invited to accompany 
him on his trip. He said that they intended to 
go to Amsterdam this afternoon. They had just 
ordered their dinner at the Mansion House, 
where they were arrested. Smith has not been 
captured. They arrived in Troy Sunday morn- 
ing. Inspector Byrnes was informed of the ar- 
rest, and the young men will be held until an 
officer comes from New-York to take them to 
the metropolis.

THE BROOKLYN PUBLIO SCHOOLS. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, May 9.—An important 
decision was handed down at General Term this 
afternoon and it will be read with interest all 
over the State. It is entitled August Nichol 
against the Brooklyn Board of Education. It 
was brought primarily to compel the board to 
furnish accommodation in primary schools for 
the children of the petitioner, who resided in a 
rapidly growing district where a new school has 
been recently erected, but had been hilled up be- 


ond its capacity by a growth of population. 
e children of the petitioner and others were 
crowded out of the school and the petitionerraised 
the point that the board had no right to spend 
money on the higher branches while the primary 
branches are not satisfied as to room. Judge 
Cullen, the trial Judge, denied the motion for a 
writ of mandamus, and an appeal was taken 
from his decision. The resent General 
Term affirms the decision, holding that the 
Board of Education can only determine the 
number and location of schools and ask for an 
pe pest eens to build, and the Common Coun- 
cil must furnish the money; further, that itis 
not the province of courts to determine the pro- 
priety of teaching the higher branches. The 
rules and regulations for instruction are subject 
only to the provision that they be not inconsis- 
tent with the laws of the State. The court can- 
not determine the propriety of teaching these 
higher branches unless the law forbids it, and 
the discretion of the board in that matter cannot 
be reviewed. The board has the power to de- 
termine at what point in number the receiving 
of scholars in certain schools must stop. Ifthe 
school is over-full itis not the province of the 
court to adjudge that more can be received; and 
further, that while the board is doing allit can 
to receive and care for pupils, any incidental ob- 
struction is not enough for the issuing of a man- 
damus to compel the board to receive more 
pupils,

BAPTISTS IN CONVENTION. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 9.—The Southern 
Baptist Convention was called to order by Presi- 
dent Mell at 9 o’clock this morning for the third 
day’s work. In discussing the report of the Com- 
mittee on Suggestions to the Board of Foreign 
Missions, Dr. Rowland, of Maryland, called at- 
tention to the comparatively small amount given 
by Southern Baptists—8 cents per capita per 
annum. He urged. that more foreign mission 
tracts should be printed. Dr. E. E. Folk, of Ten- 
nessee, said the people should give to the church 
the money given to Masons, Odd Fellows, and 
Knights of Pythias. 

Dr. Frost, Chairman of the Committee on the 
General Work of the Home Mission Board, re- 
ported that there was a good work doing under 
the board among the negroes and Indians, and 
within the year a wonderfully successful work 
had been begun in Cuba. Dr. Holt, of Texas, 
Secretary of the Home Mission Board, said that 
the board has always greatly aided that 
State, but yet there are 87 counties 
where they have neither preachers nor 
churches. The Baptists number 160,000 
white and 500,000 colored communicants. 
Dr. Penick, of Louisiana, spoke of his State as a 
missionary field. He said: “There are now 
about 20,000 Baptists in Louisiana, with 13 
missionaries at work, who were heart and soul 
engaged in Christianizing the people. There are 
250,000 French-speaking people, alt Catholics, 
in the State, while among them are daily work- 
ing two Baptist missionaries. These people are 
growing tired of the yoke of Catholicism and 
stand ready to throw off the demands of priest- 
hood. Many of them have already become 
Christians, and others of this creole population 
will follow should opportunity be given them.” 


TOOK POISON BY MISTAKE. 
NEW-HAVEN, Conn., May 9.—Nicholas 
Brown, an employe at J. B. Sargent’s large hard- 
ware establishment in this city, was presented 
with a meerschaum pipe last week by his em- 
ployer. He was so elated with his present that 
he visited too many saloons that night and about 
midnight he was taken home with a dangerous 
wound in his forehead. The next night he 
became delirious and a physician had to be sum- 
moned. The latter left two bottles with the 
atient’s wife, one of which was a wash of car- 
olic acid labeled “Poison” and the other a 
remedy tobe taken internally. Mrs. Brown in 
her excitement gave her husband a dose of the 
poles and it required great effort on the part of 
r. M. C. White to save the man’s life. Since 
then Brown has been suffering severely from the 
wound in his head, which is considered dangerous, 
as well as from the effect of the pvison. The
